Deputy Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture dealt with the subject of school 
fairs and mentioned that an effort 
was being made to extend the old 
I system, whereby the boy or girl of 
each school making the highest marks 
at the Fair be entitled to a weeks 
course in any of the agricultural 
Schools. The Hon. R. B. Bennett 
took for his subject “optimism” and 
shewed how much better off we were 
tha n our forefathers were. Tour del¬ 
egate was under the impression that 
this was done for the purpose of 
counteracting a feeling of depression 
looked for at the convention. 

The Hon. P. Baker was in favor of 
less holidays between terms and more

of fruit or true blooms with it so as 
to fertilize them. If the blooms re¬ 
main open twenty four hours after it 
has been pollenated, repeat the oper¬ 
ation. Pollenate or set as many 
blooms as possible at the same time to 
get fruit. a uniform size. 

Where bees are plentiful hand pol- 
lenization is not necssary. 

When the fruit begins to swell wat¬ 
er liberally one or two pails to a hill, 
clean water, soap suds, or liquid man¬ 
ure diluted with water 6 of water to 
1 of liquid manure.

damaged, it does not transplant suc¬ 
cessfully. To avoid transplanting 
procure a sod 12 inches wide, 18 inches 
Inog and 2 or 3 inches thick.. Cut 
into 4 inch squares, with the grassy 
side down, place into a shallow box or 
flatt. Scoop a depression in each 
piece of sod % of an inch deep and 
place 3 or 4 seeds in it, cover with 
fine soil and water. Place the box in 
a hotbed or a warm place in the house 
and shade with paper until the seed¬ 
lings appear which should be in about 
6 or eight days. Remove the sliS&e 
and give plenty of ligh tand air, avoid 
draughts and do not allow the plants 
to wilt. When plants have fully de¬ 
veloped their seed leaves, thin them 
out to one to each piece of sod leav¬ 
ing the strongest plants, do not thin 
by pulling the seedlings but cut them 
off with a sharp knift or scissors so 
as not to injure the roots of the re 
maining plant. As soon as they have 
made four rough leaves give them a 
dressing of finely pulverized well rot 
ted manure and light loam equal 
parts which should be firmly pressed 
i around about tthe plants. On fine 
warm days raise the sash at back and 
give, plenty of air. water thoroughly 
both foliage and roots with water 
about the same temperature as the 
hotbed which should be about 60 F. 
at night and about 85 during the day. 

As the -weather gets warmer begin 
to harden the plants by removing the 
sashes in the daytime, replacing at 
night, and afterwards move from hot 
bed to a cool frame where they can 
be protected during cold nights. 

When danger of frost is past re¬ 
move to garden; w 
intact proceed to 
prepared soil, p 
north sidg of af 
flowers or corn, 
a certain amount 
in rows 4 feet between the pla.nts 
and 6 feeR between the rows. Have 
boxes or sack s handy for covering 
plants in case of cold nights. Con¬ 
stant light cultivation, a good mulch 
of well rotted manure and liberal 
vratering on foliage as well as rots 
are necessary. 

The use of nitrte of soda has a very 
stimulating effect on tht plants, but 
where there is abundanec of fresh 
manure its use is unnecessary. 

To encourage good growth and an 
abundance of fruit remove the false 
blooms until thp plants have attained 
a fair size, remove all weak shoots, 
and pinch the growing paints of the 
runners when they have reached a 
length of about 3 feet. 

To grow cucumber, squash, mar¬ 
rows, etc., without heat, select a piece 
of land very rich, light and well- 
drained, and that has been well work¬ 
ed. Dig holes 2 feet by 3 feet by I 
foot 6 inches deep, and about 6 feet 
apart each way. Fill the holes with |

Take a hoe and with the 
surplus soil make a ridge all round 
the hill forming a basin which will 
make it easier to water the plants, as 
they cover the ground. 

In May or early in June sow about 
twelve seeds in a hill, after the seed 
lings axe well established remove all 
but four of the strongest. Have boxes 
or sacks handy for covering during 
coid nights. 

Cucumbers, melons, squash, mar 
have two kinds of blooms on the same 
plant, false and true blossoms which 
are easily distinguished the one from 
the other. The true bloom having a 
miniature fruit below the flower. Re 
move all false blooms until the plants 
have attained a fair size. To ensure 
a good set of fruit, on a bright sunnv 
'day about noon, with a small soft 
brush, which must be perfectly dry, 
remove the pollen from the best of 
the false blooms and dust the inside

The districts of Hanna, Grande Prai¬ 
rie, Foremost, Empress and Cardston 
are in their second and third year of 
operation.

Inveremere, B.C.—An appropria¬ 
tion had been passed for the building 
of a depot at Lake Windermere by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Lake Windermere is the depot for 
the whole of the Lake Windermere 
district. It enjoys the distinction of 
being the only station on the Lake 
Windermere branch between Gol¬ 
den and Fort Steele, which has en¬ 
joyed the benefit of an agent since 
December, 1914. A modest little 
portable depot, a box car on the 
ground, has done duty all these 
years but with the proposed open¬ 
ing of the Banff-Windermere road 
on the thirtieth of June, it is no 
doubt thought that it is time the 
old box car took a move. 


Ottawa.—The Canadian National 
Parks Branch of the Department of 
the Interior is commencing the con¬ 
struction of a hydro-electric gener¬ 
ating station in Cascade creek in 
Banff National Park to supply light 
and power for the town of Banff, 
Alberta. The dam at the outlet of 
Lake Minnewanka constructed in 
1912 to provide storage facilities, 
will be utilized and will ensure a 
steady flow of water for power pur¬ 
poses without fprther impairing the 
scenic attractions of the locality. 
Electric power for Banff is at pres¬ 
ent obtained from the steam plant 
of the Bankhead Mines. The work 
will be undertaken by day labor. 


Winnipeg.—Seven thousand cars 
of grain have been loaded between 
September 1, 1922, and Feb. 1, 1923, 
for the western coast by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Raijway. This repre¬ 
sents 10.234,000 bushels of grain for 
export from Vancouver. The ship¬ 
ments comprised 6,17.5 cars of wheat, 
162 oats, 16 barley and 50 rye. Ex¬ 
ports from the western coast were 
destined as follows: The Orient, 
896,880 bushels, and the United 
Kingdom 987,905 bushels. As at 
January 31, there were 900.000 
bushels of Canadian Pacific grain 
in the elevator at Vancouver and 500 
cars in transit carrying 735,000 
bushels of wheat. The present move¬ 
ment west is averaging 25 cars a 
day. 

Fort William.—The contract for 
the construction of a building to re¬ 
place number five freight shed, was 
awarded by Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. officials to the C. 1 -r-Hall- 
Aldinger Company, of Winnipeg. It 
provides for two fire walls which 
will divide the new structure into 
three compartments. 

The new dock along the new shed 
will be of concrete. It is the present 
intention to use the end of the shed 
nearest the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way subway for the handling of 
local freight instead of the end near¬ 
est the city subway dock as was the 
-'th the 'old shed. It has been 
decided that the new arrangement 
will be more satisfactory to com¬ 
pany officials and to concerns hav¬ 
ing business with them. 

Discussing the new shed to-da.> 
D. C. Chisholm, division superinten¬ 
dent, said that the new structure 
would be of frame construction very 
Much like the shed it will repAa.ee, 
aadde from the fira v?alls and tluf 
•crcre.ee wnan.

T" 1 HE tale of an heroic rescue at 
■* sea and of a desperate battle 
with the elements to keep a sinking 
vessel afloat until help arrived was 
told when the Canadian Pacific 
steamship “Empress of Scotland” 
arrived at New York recently with 
Captain Aaron Kearley and his crew 
of five of the tiny schooner “Clin- 
tonia” of Lunenburg, N.S. 

It was an epic of courage on the 
part of the sturdy Nova Scotians and 
of the coolness and heroism of Brit¬ 
ish seamanship in which Chief Of¬ 
ficer E. W. McMurray, and Captain 
Kearley of the lost schooner played 
the leading roles. 

Totally helpless in a terrific storm, 
the “Clintonia” bound for Halifax 
from Fortune Bay, Newfoundland, 
was in a sinking condition when it 
was sighted by the “Empress.” Cap¬ 
tain Tames Gillies, the liner’s .com¬ 
mander. was compelled to abandon 
the lifeboat in which the schooner’s 
crew was rescued because of the 
heavy seas. 

‘For three days and nights we had 
manned the pumps. Captain Kearley 
said, “we had given up hope and 
were completely exhausted when we 
sighted the steamer. We hoisted the 
dis'reas signal, but even after we

were sighted, did not believe that we 
could be saved before my ship sank. 
I cannot say too much of the bravery 
of Officer McMurray and his men 
when they took a desperate chance 
in effecting our rescue.” 

A volunteer crew manned the life¬ 
boat, and several oars were broken 
by the waves when Officer McMur¬ 
ray put off for the Clintonia. 

“The schooner was sinking rapid¬ 
ly as we rowed for it,” McMurray 
said. “The crew were dinging to 
ropes, and every wave broke oyer the 
tiny craft. The sea was so heavy 
that we could not go alongside, and 
the men were compelled to jump in¬ 
to the swirling waves. We had some 
trouble in picking them up, and all 
were utterly exhausted and half 
dead from cold when we got them in 
the lifeboat. 

‘It was a ticklish task getting back 
to the “Empress,” he continued “We 
finally got alongside, but it was So 
rough we had to abandon the life¬ 
boat. It was badly crushed before 
we could all get aboard, and was in 
splinters a few minutes later.” The 
Clintonia meanwhile had sunk. 

The crew of the schooner lost 
everything except the clothes they 
wore, but were •miling and eager to

get on shore when they arrived. 
None suffered any ill effects from the 
three days of exposure. 

Chief Officer McMurray, his bro¬ 
ther officers said, has play the part 
of the rescuer in several sea disas¬ 
ters, and received a silver loving cup 
from the Mikado of Japan for hav¬ 
ing rescued the crew of a wrecked 
Japanese steamship in the China Sea 
several years ago. Other officers of 
the liner also have been decorated 
for bravery, both in war and peace. 
First Officer Ronald Stewart receiv¬ 
ed the Victoria Cross for sinking a 
German submarine while commander 
of a “mystery ship.” 

Captain Gillies is Commander of 
the Order cf the British Empire. 
All of the wrecked schooner’s crew 
are under 30 years of age and un¬ 
married, Capt Kearley said. They 
were given $400 by the passengers 
of the steamer. The great Canadian 
Pacific liner is now cruising the Med¬ 
iterranean carrying a large party of 
tourists from all over the United 
States and Canada. In the early 
summer she will be back upon the 
regular Canadian Pacific trans-AtlaiG 
tic route. The remarkable photos of
